collateral by federal farm loan 


Thus immediate credit to the 


producer is insured.

of tee farm board and former Ne- 
braska governor, says the law •will 
be of great advantage to farmers, 
in that it gives them the advantage 
of farm storage—the cheapest avail- 
able, and best for keeping burden- 
some supplies out of market chan- 
nels and the terminals. 


In addition, the law permits farm- 


ers to store wheat in state supervis- 
ed elevators -with the same credit 
provisions 
embodied In the 
farm 


storage plan. 


Drafted last spring by a special 


sessioa of the state legislature as 
a means of preventing market gluts, 
the law became of immediate bene- 
fit. Estimated at 65,675,000 bushels, 
Nebraska's harvest of winter -wheat 
exceeds the 1929 harvest by 12,011,-

is 12,000,000 bushels more than the 
average.

short of production costs. The lowest pre- j 
vious price on record "was about 1* cents a 
pound in 1902. 


The current Import duty on sugar is two cents a pound, compared with 


1.76 cents previously. The wholesale and retail prices to American con- 
sumers, therefore, reflect this duty. The present wholesale price in the 
United States is 4.70 cents a pound, compared with the peak of 15.45 cents 
in 1920. 


In recent years Cuban producers have greatly reduced costs, but report 


that actual costs for the 1929 season exceeded 1.50 cents a pound. 


Prices have been cut because of over-production for four years. Cuba 


produced 5,156,000 tons in the 1929 season, the largest crop on record. 
Other countries also had good crops. Consumers could not lake all the 
sugar offered in the world's markets. 


In Cuba a government sugar board tried to sell the total output of the 


island, but failed. Now producers have taken sales into their own hands.

"Italy's volcanos are responsible i a lumber company in Mississippi, 


for her many earthquakes," says 
Father Odenbach. "Many theories 
have been advanced for the cause of 
a vo.'canic eruption and accompany- 
ing tremors of the earth. It was be- 
lieved at one time that seepage of 
water into the molten interior cre- 
ated steam that caused the periodic 
upheavals. Esplosion of gases also is 
blamed for eruptions. 


"But many now think the most 


probable cause is that the earth 
shrinks, causing the crust to col- 
lapse, and pressure of the crast .on 
the molten interior forces it upward 
through the volcano's crater; This 
terrific churning beneath the sur- 
face causes the tremors and destruc- 
tion. 


"Of course, Italy could be rocked 


by a tectonic quake, but most of its 
disturbances are of volcanic origin. 
After a volcano starts erupting, its 
action causes further 
disturbance 


below the surface." 


History of volcanic eruption 
in 


Italy begins with a vague record cf 
one supposed to have occurred some 
1500 years before the Christian era. 
Vesuvius, most celebrated of Italian 
volcanos, was built up from the floor 
of the Mediterranean by prehistoric 
eruptions as was the surrounding 
land. Its - first outburst recorded in 
history was in 73 A. D., when the 
cities of Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were destroyed. 


WHOLE ISLAND EXPLODED 
"One of the greatest volcanic out- 


bursts in many years was the es- 
plotaon of the volcanic island of 
Krakatao in the East Indies in 
1SS3," Father Odenbach said. "So 
completely did this eruption blow 
up the Island that it was complete- 
ly submerged into the sea. The 
island is now reported to be re-ap- 
pearing."

health, although as a matter of fact 
there might be racketeering outside 
the jurisdiction of a grand jury and on 
which no indictment could be returned.

Reporter Lingle had survived his bul- 
let wounds he would have been exon- 
erated with equal facility. It is a typi- 
cally Chicago episode, conducted with 
much of the adroitness and superficial- 
ity that attends all investigations and 
prosecutions of crime in that city. We 
doubt if there is a single Chicago 
newspaper that will be convinced that 
its staff is immaculate because of this 
grand jury finding. If they are wise the 
newspapers will conduct an investiga- 
tion of their own, which they can do 
much better than the law, and deter- 
mine to their own satisfaction just 
what is going on in their organizations 
with relation to commercialized vice 
and crime.
